not a smokehouse on the place, there 
was not a pig pen on the place ar.d 
there were no hogs on

There were lots of canned goods in

money and no credit to buy the can­ 
ned goods.” 
If there was a smokehouse on every 
farm in this valley, if there was a pig 
pen on every farm in this valley and 
if there was some corn in the neigh­ 
borhood our problem would be solved.

A partial bill of the expenses in­ 
curred by President Wilson and his 
multitude of assistants has been late­ 
ly presented to Congress; and 
this 
bill has been sharply and 
severely 
criticized. 
It amounted to something 
ever $1.000.000,000, and notice was 
given that an additional expen-e ac­ 
count would follow. 
Let us briefly recount some of the 
difficulties and experiences of the dip­ 
lomats of the southern C onfederacy 
who were sent to foreign lands, near­ 
ly all of them to the countries 
of 
Western Europe. 
It is needless to state in the begin­ 
ning that they did not make their 
voyage- to the ports of the countries 
they were accredited to in magnifi- 
ment vessels. 
They watched chances 
-and thereby took chances—to get 
through the federal blockade a- be-t 
they could, and more than one of 
them became prisoners of the I'nit- 
/ ed States, being captured while try­ 
ing to cross 
the 
waters. 
While 
some of them set out on their voy­ 
ages from ports on our eastern coast, 
others of them made their way into 
Canadian ports, and othes journeyed 
into Mexico and set sail from Mexi­ 
can ports. 
But these 
Confederate 
diplomats 
were brave men. and they were loyal 
faithful and true to their govern­ 
ment. 
They were as perserving 
a 
band of men as ever undertook 
to 
accomplish any purpose. 
They nev­ 
er became discouraged or dishearten­ 
ed. 
Thus we find the 
Confederate 
commissioner to England, Hon. J. M. 
Mason of Louisiana, nearly a month 
,.fter Richmond had fallen and Lee 
had surrendered, writing the last t.i- 
plomatic message of the C onfederal 
State of which we have any record 
and addressing i*. to “Hon. J. P. Ben­ 
jamin, Secretary of State” 
(though 
Benjamin was at the time a fugitive) 
and saving in it 
:“1 shall only say, 
therefore that the 
evacuation 
of 
Richmond and surrender of Lee have 
produced the confident belief 
here” 
(he was writing from London) “and 
. hrougbout Europe 
generally 
that 
further resistance 
is hopeless and 
that the war is at an end, to be fol­ 
lowed on our part by passive submis­ 
sion to our fate. 
I need not say that 
J entertain no such impression, and 
endeavor as far as I can to disabuse 
the public mind.” There is something 
tragically pathetic in the following, 
the last sentence of this Confederate 
diplomatic message: 
“In the uncer­ 
tainty of the future, or what may be 
the view’s of the government relative 
to the continuance of the commis- 
- loners or other agencies abroad. 
I 
can only remain 
where 
I am % d 
await its orders; and however de- 
-irous to be at home to contribute to 
<>ur great cause, whatever it might 
be in my power to do there, or to 
give aid and protection to my (I 
fear) distressed family. I shall act 
accordingly;”

On May 21, 1861, the commission­ 
ers wvre warned how to send their 
dispatches to Richmond. “You will be 
careful.” 
writes 
the 
secretary 
of 
star 9 “not to -end any dispatches 
through the mad by the regular mail 
steamers destined to northern ports, 
nor under 
cover 
to G. B. Iamar. 
Esq., New York, it being now alto­ 
gether unsafe to transmit letter by 
those veeels or through that agency.” 
Mr. Rost, one of the commissioners 
had an interview in May, 1861, with 
Count de Moray, 
“the 
confidential 
friend of the emperor” of France. He 
was a--urm l that “as long as the 
south produced cotton for sale, France 
and England would see that their ves­ 
sel.- reached th* port- where it was 
to be had.” • 
The commissioner- were not long 
in discovering that the Eureopean na­ 
tion- 
had 
set 
their 
face aginst 
slavery, and Messrs. Yancy and Mann 
writing from London say, “we are sat­ 
isfied that the public mind here is en­ 
tirely opposed to the government of 
the Confederate States of America on 
the 
uestion of slavery, and that the 
sincerity and universality of this feel­ 
ing embarrass the government 
in 
dealing with the question of our rec­ 
ognition.” 
In July. 1861, the commissioners re­ 
port 
"Not a southern newspaper is 
now received in England.” And in the 
same month they further report that 
“not a dollar ha< been furnished to 
the commission for secret service, and 
no plan suggesst itself to the commis­ 
sion by which it can carry out 
the 
views of the department in this par­ 
ticular that does not involve the out­ 
lay of money which it is not in the 
power of the commission to command. 
If we might be allowed, however, to 
suggest a plan, it would be this, that 
the government employ 
a 
resident 
agent upon its frontiers, and another 
at some proper point in Canada, and 
tha’ every week or every fortnight or 
as often as occasion requires a mes­ 
senger should carry dispatches over 
the immediate country both to 
and 
from the commission. This will be at­ 
tended with some ri-k and expense, 
but it must be conceded that com­ 
munication across a 
hostile 
country 
can only be carried on by incurring 
both.” 
And in an Augu t dispatch it 
is stated th** commission “has no reg­ 
ular mode of communicating with the 
department, and relies entirely upon 
private opportunities which may of­ 
fer. 
It ha- no funds with which to 
organize mean«- 
of forwarding dis­ 
patches.” 
In a communication to Lord Russell 
in August. ‘>bl, the 
commissioners 
-tat* : 
“ T h is government commenced 
it.- career entirely without a navy.

The commissioners report in Octo­ 
ber, 1861, that in England 
“cotton

Mr. Helm writing from Havana in 
December. 1861, reports that he pro­ 
tested against the employment of la­ 
borers by the United States to the 
captain-general, and he adds, “I also 
brought to his notice the fact that I 
had a few weeks since declined on the 
part of the Confederate states to ac­ 
cept a company of Cubans, 
armed, 
fully equipped and paid for the war. 
which was tendered me, on the groutd 
that its acceptance 
might 
entangle 
thi- government in our 
difficulties.” 
It would be worth while to know what 
wealthy Spaniard or Cuban tendered 
an entire company of soldiers to the 
Confederacy, “armed, 
equipped 
and 
paid.” 
That man, whoever he was, de 
serves to be remembered in the south. 
Mr. Yancy, writing from London on 
the last day of the year 1861. in ref­ 
erence to “the Trent affair.” that is 
the arrest of the Confederate com­ 
missioners, Mason and Slidell, on an 
English vessel, by (ap t. Wilkes, in 
command of a vessel of the United 
States, and which affair threatened to 
bring about war between the United 
State- and England, says, “Ten thou­ 
sand picked troops and immense war 
materials hav 
been sent to Canada. 
A great steam fleet has been fitted 
out; and if there is war, the Eng­ 
lish blows will be crushing on the sea­ 
board.” 
But, as we all know, 
this 
matter was adjusted by th* strong 
common sense of Abraham 
Lincoln, 
who surrendered the captured com­ 
missioners, and virtually apologized to 
Great Britain for the act of ( apt. 
Wilkes. 
Henry Hotze. one of the diplomatic 
agent.-, who had been directed to go 
to England, writing from Havana in 
January. 1862, calls attention to fi­ 
nancial matters as follows: 
“Presuming that it was the inten­ 
tion of the department that I 
should 
have a specified contingent fund 
at 
my disposal in Lonuon, it is proper to 
direct your attention to the fact that 
when I left Richmond exchange on 
London was not obtainable for less 
than 25 cents’ premium. 
A few days 
later gold could not be bought in Mo­ 
bile for less than 30 
cent.-. 
These 
losses, added to the unavoidable ex­ 
penses of a long and expensive 
jour­ 
ney, as well a.- other necessary out- 
lyas, leave but little of the sum paid 
me in Richmond on account of con­ 
tingent fund. 
1 do not in this matter 
allude to my salary. 
In which you 
will do me the justice to admit that 
I had no personal advantage in view’.” 
William L. Yancy of Alabama, one 
of the commissioner.-, 
having been 
elected by that state to the Confed­ 
erate Senate, was anxious to return, 
but he did not want to run anj risk 
of capture, and he felt that extra pre­ 
cautions should be taken to get him 
-afeiy into the eonefdera« y. H 
wrote 
from London that he would reach Ha­ 
vana about February 24, 1862, and 
that he would “desire some early and 
speedy conveyance from Havana to 
the Confed -rate States. 
A -tate of 
blockade, and the great desire of the 
enemy to seize one so conspicuous as 
I have been in the cause of Southern 
independence, induce me to suggest to 
you that it might well be considered 
national duty to assist me in reaching 
on 
of our ports in safety.” 
We can 
imagine what enthusiasm 
it 
would 
have stirred in the North if “fire-eat­ 
ing Yancy”, had been captured run- 
ning the blockade. But such did not *>c- 
cur. 
The famou- southerner reached 
th..* Confederacy in safety, took his 


of the United States at Alexandria, 
confidential agent of the department, 
ami he has been supplied with $25,000 
to be used by him in the manner he 
may deem most judicious, both 
in 
Great Britain and the continent, for 
the special purpose of 
enlightening 
public opinion in Europe through the 
press. 
Mr. I)e Leon possesses to a 
high degree the confidence of the pres­ 
ident as a man of discretion, ability 
and thorough devotion to our cause. 
If Mr. De l^eon ever made any report 
of his disposition of this money ve 
have not been able to find it. 
Doubt­ 
less he did make a report, and even 
at this day, if it could be found, it 
would be interesting 
reading. 
The 
word “propaganda," now in such com­ 
mon use, in reference to the spending 
of money for like purposes, nowhere 
appears in the correspondence of the 
Confederate representatives. 
Lord Russell was the leader of the 
party in power in England. 
Disraeli 
(Later earl of Beaconsfield) was the 
leader of the opposition. 
In April, 
1862, a Confederate sympathizer had 
a talk with Disraeli, who stated to 
him “that he had the best reason 
to believe that a secret understanding 
existed between Lord Russell and Se­ 
ward “that England 
would 
respect 
the blockade of the southern ports 
and withhold recognition of the (’on­ 
federacy. 
But no details appear to 
have been gone into by the astute 
Jewish leader of the opposition as to 
why he believed that sueh a secret un­ 
derstanding existed. 
In a dispatch from Secretary Ben­ 
jamin to Mr. Slidell in July, 1862. he 
explains how New Orleans was cap­ 
tured by the Union forces: 
“A con­ 
currence of most unfortunate events 
alone rendered this possible. A storm 
in the river destroyed a portion of 
the floating obstructions which con­ 
nected the two banks of the river and 
left an opening through which 
the 
fleet passed without being seen until 
actually past the forts. 
The ft rerafts, 
which had been provided for lighting 
the river, were not lighted and the 
blame for this omission, pardonable 
as it was. has not yet been fixed, the 
naval and military commanders ac­ 
cusing each other of the fault. 
The 
steam am Louisiana, which alone, if 
in good order, could have stopped the 
whole fleet, had her machinery tem­ 
porarily disabled and could not move. 
The forts were, however, still in our 
hands when a mutiny broke out in 
one of them, the guns were spiked by 
the mutineers, and Gen. Duncan was 
forced to surrender and is now a pri - - 
oner on parole.” 
Mr. Slidell did not have a favorable 
opinion of English statesmen. 
He 
wrote unofficially to Secretary Benja- 
mni in August, 1862: 
“I have 
n > 
hope from England because I am sa­ 
tisfied that she desires an indefinite 
prolongation of the war 
until 
the 
north shall be entirely exhausted and 
broken down. 
Nothing can exceed 
the selfishness of English 
statemen 
except their wretched hypocrisy. They 
are continually casting about their 
disinterested magnanimity and objec­ 
tion of all other consideration- than 
-those dictated by a high-toned mor­ 
ality. while their entire policy 
is 
marked by egotism and duplicity.” 
A dispatch from Mr. Slidell intru.-t- 
ed to a Mr. Chamberlyn for delivery 
at Richmond, in February, 1862, was 
not delivered until in September, sev­ 
en months after its date.

It amounted to something 
over $1.000.000.000, and notice was 
given that an additional expense ac­ 
count would follow. 
I^et us briefly recount some of the 
difficulties and experiences of the dip­ 
lomats of the southern Confederacy 
who were sent to foreign lands, near­ 
ly all of them to the countries 
of 
Western Europe. 
It is needless to state in the begin­ 
ning that they did not make their 
voyages to the ports of the countries 
they were accredited to in magnih- 
ment vessels. 
They watched chantes 
-and thereby took chance*—to get 
through the federal blockade as be«t 
they could, and more than one of 
them became prisoners of the U nit­ 
ed States, being captured while try ­ 
ing to cross 
the 
waters. 
While 
some of them set out on their voy­ 
ages from porta on our eastern coast, 
others of them made their wray into 
Canadian ports, and othes journeyed 
into Mexico and set sail from Mexi­ 
can ports. 
But these 
Confederate 
diplomats 
were brave men. and they were loval 
faithful and true to their govern­ 
ment. 
They were as perserving 
a 
hand of men as ever undertook 
to 
accomplish any purpose. 
They nev­ 
er became discouraged or dishearten 
ed. 
Thus we find the 
Confederate 
commissioner to England. Hon. J. M. 
Mason of Louisiana, nearly a month 
ufter Richmond had fallen and Lee 
had surrendered, writing the last cii 
plomatic message of the Confederate 
State of which we have any record 
and addressing it to “ Hon. J. P. Ben 
jamin, Secretary of State” 
(though 
Benjamin was at the time a fugitive) 
and saving in it 
:“ I shall only say 
therefore that the 
evacuation 
of 
Richmond and surrender of Lee have 
produced the confident belief 
here’ 
(he was writing from London) “and 
throughout Europe 
generally 
that 
further resistance 
is hopeless and 
that the war is at an end, to be fol­ 
lowed on our part by passive submis 
sion to our fate. 
1 need not say that 
I entertain no such impression, and 
endeavor as far as I can to disabuse 
the public mind.” There is something 
tragically pathetic in the following 
the last sentence of this Confederate 
diplomatic message: 
“ In the uncer­ 
tainty of the future, or what may be 
the views of the government relative 
to the continuance of the commis­ 
sioners or other agencies abroad. 
I

Jefferson Davis 
was 
inaugurated 
president of the Confederate States 
of America on February 
18, 1861. 
The Confederate government wa- or­ 
ganized with unanimity, 
and with 
astonishing swiftness. Robert Toombs 
of Georgia was appointed secretary 
of state, and within les« than 30 days, 
special commissioners had been ap­ 
pointed to Great 
Britain, 
France. 
Russia and Belgium. 
On March 
16, 
1861, the secretary of state issued 
full instructions to these 
commis- j 
> loners.

to G. B. U m a r. 
Esq., New York, it being now alto­ 
gether unsafe to transmit letter by 
those vewels or Through that agency.” 
Mr. Rost, one of the commissioners 
had an interview in May. 1861. with 
Count de Morny, 
“ the 
confidential 
friend of the emperor” of France. He 
was a-*urred that “as long as the 
south i rodueed cotton for sale, France 
and England would see that their ves­ 
sels reached the port« where it was 
to be had." 
The commissioners were not long 
in discovering that the Eureopean na­ 
tions 
had 
set 
their 
face aginst 
slavery, and Messrs. Yancy and M am 
writing from London say, "we are sat­ 
isfied that the public mind here is en­ 
tirely opposed to the government of 
the Confederate States of America on 
the question of slavery, and that the 
sincerity and universality of this feel­ 
ing embarrass the government 
in 
dealing with the question of our rec­ 
ognition.” 
In July, 1861, the commissioners re­ 
port 
“Not a southern newspaper is 
now received in England.” And in tie 
same month they further report that 
“not a dollar has been furnished to 
the commission for secret service, and 
no plan suggesst itself to the commis­ 
sion by which it can carry out 
the 
view-; of the department in this par­ 
ticular that does not involve the out­ 
lay of money which it is not in the 
power of the commission to command. 
If we might be allowed, however, to 
suggest a plan, it would be this, that 
the government employ 
a 
resident 
agent upon its frontiers, and another 
at some proper point in Canada, and 
that every week or every fortnight or 
as often as occasion requires a mes 
senger should carry dispatches over 
the immediate country both to 
rod 
from the commission. This will be at­ 
tended with some ri-k and expense, 
but it must be conceded that com­ 
munication across a 
hostile 
country 
can only be carried on by incurring 
both.” 
And in an August dispatch it 
is stated th*- commission “ has no reg­ 
ular mode of communicating with the 
department, and relies entirely upon 
private opportunities which may of­ 
fer. 
It ha- no funds with which to 
organize mean« of forwarding dis­ 
patches," 
In a communication to I»rd Russell 
in August, 1861, the 
commissioners 
«tate: 
“Thi- government 
commenced 
its career entirely without a navy.

mission in th«- United States navy the 
ships which might otherwise

Mr. Slidell was anxious to interest 
French newspapers in the cause of 
the south. 
He wrote (Paris, Feb ru­ 
ary, 1862): 
“ I think that a few thou- 
san«l «lollars would have well 
ex­ 
pended in securing th<* steady advoca­ 
cy of one of the heading 
journals. 
Several of them are perfectly 
well 
disposed toward 
us 
already, and 
a 
moderate sum would secure the active 
support of one of them. 
It is con­ 
fidently asserted and generally 
be­ 
lieved that the 
federal 
government 
expended large sums to influence the 
press, both here and in London.” This 
report evidently made an impression 
at Richmond, for Secretary Benjamin, 
under date of April 12, 1862, writes 
Mr. Mason:
